ADMINISTRATION SHELVING 
MELLON FOR OGDEN MILLS 


Willingness of President to Leave Aged Sec- 


retary Out of Credit Corporation 
Marks Decline.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Re- 
cent happenings in connection with 
the pending administration bill to 
create a $500,000,000 reconstruc- 
tion finance corporation direct at- 
tention to a development that 
Washington* has been watching 
with keen interest ever since the 
Hoover administration took. office. 

This is the gradual elimination of 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon as 
an active force in the ‘administra- 
tion. His w: 1 a name, in the boom 
times, to conjure with, and the 
Coolidge administration made the 
most of his prestige. From that 
high estate the fame of the aged 
Secretary has fallen to such a point 
that the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, which is study- 
ing the Hoover reconstruction bill, 
will encounter no objection from 
the President if it eliminates Mel- 
lon from the directorate of the 
proposel corporation. 

As the bill stands, the directors 


would be the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board (Eugene 


Meyer), the Farm Loan Commis- 
sioner and two other persons ap- 
pointed by the President. The 
present disposition of the Senate 
Committe: is to provide for a di- 
rectorate composed of two Repub- 
licans, two Democrats and a rep- 
resentative of the Treasury. If this 


is done, the Treasury representa- 
tive, in fact if not in name, will be 
the Under-Secretary, Ogden Mills. 

It was Mills, not Melion, who at- 
tended the White House breakfast 
this week at which the President 
talked over the bill with Congres- 
sional leaders and urged its speedy 
passage. On other occasions, it has 
been Mills and not Mellon. 

Mills ran the ‘Treasury while 
Mellon was abroad last summer, 
and he remains the virtual head of 
it. The rew administration tax 
plan, there is ground to believe, 
was written by Mills and not Mel- 
lon. Informed Congressmen say the 
bill was handed ready-made to 
Mellon for his signature, and that 
all the Secretary succeeded in do- 
ing to it was to shave the proposed 
new maximum tax on estates from 
40 to 25 per cent. That victory will 
be but temporary, for the bill as it 
comes from Congress will carry a 
top rate of 40 per cent and perhaps 
even a bit higher. 

Congressmen in touch with the 
White House have been given to 
understand that it believes Mr. 
Mellon, at his age, ought not to be 
burdened with the heavy duties to 
be imposed on the $500,000,000 cor- 
poration. 

Mellon achieved his ambition to 
serve as Secretary of the Treasury 
under thrée Presidents, but his po- 
litical star has set. He is now just 
another member of the Cabinet.

The third robber, said by Haw- 
kins and Pierson to be Roy French, 
17, of Mount Carmel, escaped. 

The three youths drove up to 
the bank about noon and while 
Hawkins remained in the auto- 
mobile, the other two entered the 
bank in which Herbert McClain, 
assistant cashier, was alone. One 
of the robbers threatened him with 
a pistol, while the other, also 
armed took about $10,000 in cur- 
rency and coin. The pair then ran 
from the -building to the waiting 
car. 

Within a minute after the trio 
left a posse was in pursuit, and 
one of the shots from the possemen 
hit Hawkins as the robers were 
leaving the town, but the youth 
continued to drive the car until it 
overturned.

RENO, Nev., Dec. 24.—Dr. Carl 
Pierre Andre, young West Virginia 
dentist, was acquitted by a jury to- 
day of the murder of his former 
fiancee, Mrs. Martha Hutchison. 

The jury was out one hour and 
13 minutes. The verdict was reach- 
ed after several ballots, principally 
to decide whether Dr. Andre was 
guilty of involuntary manslaughter. 
The decision was greeted by cheers 
from spectators. 

“This is the best Christmas pres- 
ent I ever had,” said Dr. Andre. He 
immediately wired news to his 
mother, who js ill in bed at Fair- 
mont, W. Va. 

Mrs. Hutchison, a widow, 21 
years old, was killed the night of 


na Sept. 13 in a fall from Dr. Andre’s 


speeding automobile on the out- 
skirts of Reno. It was charged 
that Dr. Andre either shoved her 
out of the car or caused her to fall 
by reckless driving. 

The defense argued that the 
death came through a simple acci- 
dent. 

The verdict followed eight days 
of testimony ‘which involved almost 
every phase of night life in Reno. 
Dr. Andre and Mrs. Hutchison first 
met in Fairmont and for two years. 
the State charged, carried on a 
clandestine . affair in the dentist's 
office. Dr. Andre came to Reno 
last June, Mrs. Hutchison following 
in August, only to find that another 
woman had come between them, it 
was charged.

SMOKE LAST WEEK 
LEFT SHAW’S GARDEN

Orchids Lost Both Flowers and 
Buds and Poinsettias Were 
Ruined. 


The staff of Shaw's Garden after 
a week of emergency repair, 
paused today to take stock of the 
losses from last week’s smoke pall, 
which devastated the Christmas 
Show, destroyed the orchid flowers 
and blighted leaves of every 
variety of plant in every’ green- 
house. 

Smoke damage, said Superin- 
tendent Pring, was the worst since 
the ruinous “Black Christmas” of 
1927, which was appraised more 
costly to the garden than the tor- 
nado of the previous September. 
Every dense smoke, he remarked, 
costs the garden hundreds of dol- 
lars, and, were it possible to place 
money value on the freshness and 
vigor of displays, the loss would 
run to many thousands of dollars. 

Within eight hours on Thursday 
of last week every Cattleya orchid 
in the garden had lost both flowers 
and buds. The proud poinsettias of 
the Christmas show stood sttipped 
of their crimson bracts. Begonias, 
crotons and the thousands of tropi- 
cal bedding plants, growing for the 
summer outdoor displays, began to 
shed leaves like maple trees in au- 
tumn.. By Monday, even the tank 
air plants, which Pring described 
as among the toughest in the gar- 
den, began to show effects, he said, 
they would require two years to 
outgrow. Today the slipper orchids 
began to show damage, and Pring 
expected other further effects to 
show up for days to come. 

Director Moore arranged a 
graphic exhibition of just what 
smoke does to plants, which will 
open to the public Saturday in the 
Floral Display House, since the gar- 
den is closed tomorrow. Ruined 
orchids were replaced by fresh and 
lovely plants from the enormous re- 
serves at Gray Summit, where the

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GUNGRESS INNO 
MOOD FOR DEBT 
REDUCTION NOW 


Nationalistic Spirit, Both 
Sincere and Political, 
Makes Handling of Prob- 
lem Difficult. 


LIKELY TO GO OVER 
_ INTO CAMPAIGN 


Little Possibility of Cold 
Facts Being Faced Clearly 
Until After Presidential 


Election. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The 
ratification of the Hoover mora- 
torium has been accomplished, but 
not without the resurgence in Con- 
gress of an intense spirit of nation- 
alism. Except for the pledges that 
the President procured by tele- 
graph last summer, there would 
have been considerably more votes 
against the proposal than the 100 
actually cast in the’ House and the 
15 (counting pkirs) in the Senate. 

Nobody can doubt that all possi- 
bility of the revival of the débt 
funding commission to consider a 
readjustment of the foreign debt, 
as recommended by the President 
in his special message on foreign 
affairs, has been definitely killed 
for this session. 

The present mood of the Con- 
gress was more accurately ex- 
pressed in the rider attached to 
the moratorium resolution, declar- 
ing against any reduction of the 
debts owed the United States by 
Europe, than in the moratorium 
itself. 

The fact that this sentiment in 
Congress takes no account of the 
realities of the situation does not 
make it amy the less formidable. 
Justified or not, the mood exists. 
It has been brought about by vari- 
ous causes. The reluctance of 
France to accept the moratorium, 
the continued spending of money 
on armaments in Europe, the. tes- 
timony of the international bank- 
ers‘ about the foreign bond issues 
which they have sold in this coun- 
try—these and other developments 
have contributed to the present 
feeling. 

“Let Europe Stew.” 

In many cases this feeling, ex- 
pressed in the old terms made fa- 
miliar by the League of Nations 
fight, is sincere. In many other 
cases it is purely political; many 
Congressmen, that is to say, are 
awake to the actualities, but are 
crying out that we must “let Eu- 
rope stew in its own juice,” that 
the debts must be paid to the last 
cent, because they believe that is 
the way their constituents feel 
about it. 

The whole problem of our for- 
eign relations is being made im- 
measurably more difficult by the 
uniform clamor of Congressmen for 
collection up to the hilt. So also 
is the problem of economic re- 
vival in America. 

Meantime comes the report from 
the Young Plan Advisory Commit- 
tee at Basel that the war debts and 
reparations—note they are linked 
together—must ‘be adjusted to the 
present “troubled situation of the 
world” if new economic disasters 
are to be averted. 

Emotionalism Rampant. 

Here is a dash of cold water on 
the nationalistic emotionalism that 
has been rampant in Congress. For 
the moment, the report is not likely 
to have appreciable effect on Con- 
gress; to the contrary, likelihood is 
that the isolation issue will be car- 
ried over into the presidential] cam- 
paign, with speakers on both sides 
shouting from the stump against 
cancellation or reduction. 

After the campaign, perhaps, 
Congress will face the facts in a 
mood less influenced by politics. 
Till then, we may expect a torrent 
of discussion designed rather to get 
votes than to clarify our problems.

Senator 
Vandenberg of Michigan has been 
mentioned as a possible choice. 

Along with news of the selection 
of Gibson today it became known 
that Ambassador Dawes had been 
called here from his post at Lon- 
don fer a conference. with the 
President before the Geneva meet- 
ing. 

Dawes will arrive in Washington 
about Jan. 10 and will go to Eu- 
rope with the other members of 
the delegation and its advisers on 
the steamship President Harding, 
Jan. 20. 

Gibson has already been in the 
United States for conferences and 
wil join the éther delegates in Eu- 
rope a short time before the Ge- 
neva sessions begin Feb. 2. 


Qualification of Delegates. 

Both Dawes and Gibson are long 
schooled in diplomatic and foreign 
affairs. Both have served their 
country abroad in various capaci- 
ties for many years. Dawes, in -pre- 
paring the plan for German repa- 
rations payments which bore his 
name and was later superseded by 
the Young pian, gained an intimate 
knowledge of the inner workings of 
European politics and economic af- 
fairs. 

Gibson, frequentiwcalled Ameri- 
ca’s Ambassador at large because 
of his rapid movement from point 
to point in Europe to handle diffi- 
cult problems, was the President's 
special emissary to the meeting of 
technical experts which iast fall 
worked out the details of the inter.

Those who have studied the doc- 
ument regard it as a carefully bal- 
anced statement of the German sit- 
uation in the light of the world de- 
pression, and as remaining within 
the framework of tLe Young plan 
as France demanded, although they 
believe it sounds the death knell of 
the plan itself. 

The French victory, if such it 
was, came in omissions—in the 
shifting of the whole reparations 
problem to an international confer- 
ence tentatively scheduled for next 
month, and in the achievement of 
the French delegation in forcing 
their colleagues on the committee 
to confine the...selves strictly to the 
letter of the Young plan. 

The Germans, however, received 
complete vindication in their con- 
tention that they no longer can 
make conditional payments, it is 
agreed. 

The text of the report was made 
public this evening at the Bank 
for International Settlements. It 
covered 26 pages and there were 
25 additional pages of annexes 
comprising documents presented by 
members of the, committee. The 
text bore out summaries issued by 
several delegations after the report 
had been signed. 

Call for Adjustment. 

Not only does any claim of Gere 
many that she is unable to pay 
her conditional reparations pay- 
ments, beginning next year, stand, 
defined as “justified” today by 
the report, but the committee of 
experts also called for an adjust- 
ment of all reparations and other 
war debts “to the troubled situae 
tion of the world.”

THAT YOUNG PLAN 
OUTDISTANGED 


Finance Minister Declares 
Nations Acted in Trade 
Policies Oppositely to 
What Was Intended.

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—The German 
Government's official reaction to 
the report of the Young Plan Com- 
mittee at Basel was voiced in state- 
ments by Chancellor Bruening and 
Finance Minister Hermann Diet- 
‘rich. 

The Chancellor said that, taking 
into consideration what was ex- 
pected of the committee, the result 
could be called satisfactory, al- 
though it fell short of being a 


large-minded solution of the fi- 


nance problem. 

He emphasized two points. The 
first was that the report was a 
less clear-cut statement than the 
Wiggin report, and the second that 
it was satisfactory to note that it 
succeeded in brushing aside what 
bed crystallized out of the reports 
of Parker Gilbert as world opinion 
on the Heich's financial policies. 

That the report was less clear 
than the Wiggin report was to be 
expected, he said, since the com-' 
mittee is the juridical instrument 
of the Young Plan. It was 
hard, he said, for the German 
representatives to carry out their 
task within those lines so that the 
true situation should be brought 
fully to light. They succeeded in 
this, he said, and that was the vital 


* point. 


Herr Dietrich said: “First, the 
Young Plan has been outdistanced 
by events. It rested on premises 
which failed to materialize. Sec- 
ond, these premises had the props 
taken from under them by the fact 
that the states with which Ger- 
many has trade relations, and to 
whom the signatories of the plan 
chiefly belong, acted in their trade 
policies oppositely to what they 
should Have done according to the 
meaning of the plan. 

“Instead of enabling Germany to 
make payments through the export 
of goods, which constituted the 
only possibility for meeting pay- 
ments, they rendered these pay- 
ments impossible by raising import 
duties and prohibiting imports. 

“Third, a situation has arisen 
which was unforeseen by the 
Young plan and hence measures 
outside the possibi..ties of the plan 
become necessary. 

“Fourth, if measures to restore 


confidence and re-establish orderly 


international exchange of goods 
are not adopted, the censequences 
will be catastrophic not only for 
all the commercial nations of 
Europe, but also for the countries 
across the seas.” 

Chancellor Bruening said the 
French thesis that the present 
crisis is merely transient and that 
because of her industria! equip- 
ment Germany will soon be in a 
better position, was contradicted by 
the report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee that improvement could be 
effected-only by adoption of the 
committee’s recommendations. 

The Chancellor said he thought 
the next step would be a new 
agreement regarding frozen credits 
on which conferences will be re- 
sumed next week. In those nego- 
tiations, he said, the limits imposed 
on the Advisory Committee are not 
operative and the banker. are able 
to deal with the situation as a sin- 
gle problem.

Sweeping withdrawals of for- 
eign credits playea havoc with 
the financial system of Ger- 
many and Jed to a series of leg- 
islative enactments which cul- 
minated in the emergency de- 
cree of Dec. 8, 1931, which in- 
cludes measures without par- 
allel in modern legislation. 

Germany was particularly 
susceptible to the credit crisis 
because of the large amount of 
her short-term foreign debt. A 
census taken by the German 
Government showed 12 milliards 
of Reichsm owing at the 
end of July. 

Prior to that date it was esti- 
mated that 2.9 milliards have 
been withdrawn and since then 
1.2 milliards have been with- 
drawn under the _ standstill 
agreement.

$236,922,000.) 

Against this, exports have re- 
recently been heavy, but exceed- 
ingly long credit has been given 
in many cases, and the surplus 
of exports has been due to cer- 
tain special causes, including 
pressure on manufacturers to 
sell stocks and some exceptional 
sales to Great Britain in antici- 
pation of tariffs. 

It is doubtful whether this 
surplus of exports can continue 
at its recent level, in view of

Continued. Loss of Reserves. 


As a result. the Reichsbank 
has had to take a_ series of 
measures of increasing strin- 
gency in order to limit other 
calls for foreign exchange 
which might be made upon it. 
Nevertheless it has continued to 
lose reserves while at the same 
time it hag been forced to ex- 
tend its own credit to make up 
for sweeping losses of deposits 
by banks and savings banks. 

Germany's industrial produc- 
tion fell between 1928 and 1931 
by one-third, which has resuit- 
ed in an increase of unemploy- 
ment to a level of 5,000,000 
wholly unemployed, out of 
about 21,000,000 employed per- 
sons. 

Interest rates have been high 
in Germany ever since infla- 
tion. During 1930 advances to 
manufacturers of first-class 
standing have seldom cost less 
than 8 per cent. The figure is 
now about 12 per cent. 

The decline in industrial ac- 
tivity with its effect on profits, 
wages and the level of unem- 
ployment, seriously reduced the 
yield of taxation. If new taxes 
bringing in 1.5 milliards of 
Reichsmarks had not been im- 
posed the decline in revenue in 
the last two years would have 
been about 3.5 milliards or 40 
per cent of the total. 


Economies in Budget. 


Besides new taxation sweping 
economies have been made in 
the budget, particularly in the 
salaries of civil servants which 
now are to be reduced about 20 
per cent as compared with 1929 
and will be below the level paid 
in 1927. 

Keductions also have been 
made in unemployment bene- 
fits and poor relief. It is, how- 
ever, an advantage to the Ger- 


man budget that the debt 
eharge contained therein ig 
comparatively low, and the 


sketch of the budget for 1932, 
which was examined by the 
committee contained a consider- 
able sum for amortization of the 
short-term debt. 

In view of the measures tak- 
en in the last two years, and in 
particular the decree of Dec. 
8, 1931, the committee expresses 
the opinion that the burden of 
taxation in Germany has be- 
come so high that there is no 
margin for further ifcrease. 

The decline in German busi- 
ness activity affected the posi- 
tion of the railway system 
which is finding it hard to 
make both ends meet in the 
present circumstances. But the 
committee is of the opinion that 
once conditions return to nor- 
mal the German Railway com- 
pany which is a fundamentally 
sound undertaking, will be able 
in the future—if managed on a 
commercial basis—to yield a 
net operating surplus compara- 
ble with that earned by other 
big foreign railway systems. 

World Economic Crisis. 

Chapter 2 of the committee’s 
report begins with a description 
of the world crisis, of which the 
outstanding feature is the fall fr 
prices. All forms of ecnnomis 
activity have been affected. Re- 
duced purchasing power in- 
volved disappearance of profits, 
unemployment and an uninter- 
rupted slump in stock exchange 
securities. 

The stability of banks has 
been imperiled and the with- 
drawal of foreign capital from 
borrowing countries—particu- 
larly in Central Europe—threat- 
-ened the stability of currencies, 
which has resulted in control of 


; market and in cet- 
aaa aiaee suspension of foreign 
payments. The spreading of the 
crisis to tending countries in- 
volved the abandonment of the 
gold standard by some of them, 
which has given rise to @ ten- 
dency to - hoard. The latest 
phase is the imposing of tarififs 
and other restrictions, which 
hag still further reduced inter- 
nationa! trade. 

Commenting on this situatior 
in relation to reparations. the 
committee recalls the dilemma 
referred to by the banking 
committee in August last, and 
points out the contradiction that 
might arise between a system 
involving large annual payr 
ments by debtor to creditor 
countries, while at the same 
time putting obstacles in the 
way of the free movement of 


_ goods. 


Monetary Foundations Weak- 
ened. | 


So long as fresh capital was 
being lent to the debtors the di- 
lémma @id not seem to arise; 
but in 1929, when these capital 
became 


met in the form of goods. 
But the world cannot qviickly 
adjust. itself to important 
changes in the course of credit 
and trade, and attempts to 
maintain the international bal- 
ance of payments by large 
movements of gold weakened 
the monetary foundation of 
many countries. 
Germany's demand for capital 
to fill the gap left by the war 
and its aftermath was met to a 
substantial. extent by an influx 
of capital, estimated by the 
bankers’ committee at 18 mil- 
liards of reichsmarks. Though 
10 milliards of reichsrharks was 


an offset to reparations, the bal- 


ance of eight milliards, together 
with the Germans’ own savings, 
led to a large development of 
public and private enterprises in 
the years 1925 to 1930. : 

During that period of five 
years no less than 32.8 milliards 
of new capital were invested, of 
which 22.4 milliards represented 
investment by the public au- 
thorities. 

But the fact that so large a 
proportion of the capital in Ger- 
many—much of it repayable at 
a short term — was owned by 
foreigners made her peculiarly 
vulnerable to financial disturb- 
ance. The withdrawal of such 
credits involves a threat not 
merely to foreign exchange but 
to the liquidity of banks them- 
selves. 


The expenditure of the Reich, 
the states and communes during 
this period increased in similar 
proportion to this capital in- 
vestment. Although revenue 
rose rapidly from 14.7 milliards 
of Reichmarks to 18 milliards, 
expenditure rose equally rapid- 
ly from 17.2 millHiards to 20.8 
milliards, and this excess of ex- 
penditure brought about an in- 
crease of debt which grew in 
disquieting fashion. 

Germany's Public Debt. 


Though inflation had reduced 
the public debt by 1924 to a 
very small amount, by 1931 it 
had grown to 24 milliards of 
Reichmarks, of which one-third 
were for public undcrtakings. 

When the crisis came, the 
fact that expenditure was on so 
high a scale meant that the de- 
ficit was correspondingly large. 
In this connection the commit- 
tee again calls attention to the 
system under which a substan- 
tial part of the taxes levied by 
the Reich is automatically 
handed over to the states and 
communes —a system which 
means that control of expendi- 
ture is divorced from the re- 
sponsibility of raising revenue to 
meet it. The committee thinks 
reform in this matter would 
have beneficial results. 

The committee terminates 
this chapter by observing that 
every previous crisis has been 
followed by a period of stability 
and prosperity, and that it 
would be unjustifiable to judge 
its prospects for the future on 
the basis of an exceptional pe- 
riod of depression. At the pres- 
ent time the budgets of all 
countries and of most railways 
show deficits. To assume that 
equilibrium will not be regained 
after the present crisis would 
be a counsel of despair. This is 
as true of Germany as of other 
countries. In past years she has 
built up an immense and pow- 
erful economic equipment. 

The restriction of markets 
and the fall in prices has pre- 
vented her from utilizing this to 
the full. The activity of her fac- 
tories is now necessarily re- 
duced. But although it is im- 
possible to fix a date, it is none 
the less certain that it will ulti- 
mately be restored, with the as- 
sistance of measyres suggested 


‘in the conclusions of the com- 


mittee’s report. 

The committee has no doubt 
that as regards railways and 
the budget, receipts are no less 
elastic than elsewhere. 


Emergency Decrees. 

The report summarizes the 
German emergency decrees of 
the last two years. The income 
tax has been raised twice, beer 
and tobacco taxes have been in- 
creased, and the turnover tax 
raised from 0.25 to 2 per cent. 
Official salaries are reduced by 
20 per cent. Similar cuts ap- 
ply to the local authorities, who 
have also imposed a poll tax 
and new local taxes on beer and 
other beverages. 

Unemployment insurance con- 
tributions are raised to 6% per 
cent, prices and rates are to be 
cut by 10 per cent and wages 
reduced to about the 1927 level.

Young Plan and Trade. 

In the final chapter the com- 
mittee draws the conclusion 
from its survey of the facts that 
Germany would be justified in 
declaring, as she is entitled to 
do under Young plan, that in 
spite of the steps she hag taken 
to maintain the stability of her 


‘currency she will not be able in 


the year beginning in July next 
to transfer the conditional part 
of her annuity. 


The committee, however, 
goes on to say that it would not 
consider it had fully accom- 
plished its task if it did not 
draw the attention of the Gov- 
ernments to the unprecedented 
gravity of the crisis, the magni- 
tude of which undoubtedly ex- 
ceeds the ‘relatively short de- 
pressions’ envisaged in the 
Yourg plan, to meet which the 
‘measures of safeguard’ con- 
tained therein were designed. 


The Young plan, with its ris- 
ing series of annuities, contem- 
plated a steady expansion in 
world trade, not merely in vol- 
ume but in value, in which the 
annuities payable by Germany 
would become a factor of di- 
minishing importance. In fact 
the opposite has been the case. 

Since the Young plan came 
into effect, not only has the 
trade of the world shrunk in 
value, but the very exceptional 
fall im gold prices that has oc- 
curred in the last two years has 
itself added greatly to the real 
burden, not only of German an- 
nuities but of all payments fixed 
in gold. 

Unparalleled Distarbance. 

In the circumstances, the 
German problem—which is 
largely responsible for the 
growing financial paralysis of 
the world—calls for concentrat- 
ed action which the Govern- 
ments alone can take. 

But that problem has _ as- 
sumed world-wide range. There 
is no previous parallel in time 
of peace to the dislocation that 
is taking place, and it may well 
involve a profound change in 
the economic relations of the 
nations to one another. Action 
is most urgently needed in a 
much wider field than that of 
Germany alone. 

The economic interdepend- 
ence of the various countries of 
the world today needs no fur- 
ther proof. Recent years have 
most strikingly illustrated it. 

Since July last, for example, 
it has been evident that if the 
crisis by which Germany has 
been overwhelmed were not 
remedied it would spread to the 
rest of Europe, destroy’ the 
credit systems so painstakingly 
built up and create profound re- 
percussions in other parts of 
the world. ‘ 

The committee recalls that 
the Bankers’ Committee on Au- 
gust last struck a note of warn- 
ing in this connection, but 
events did not wait. The year 
1931 is not yet ended and al- 
ready the crisis has assumed 
formidable dimensions. 

Economic activity continues 
with difficulty at a very low ebb 
in the face of restricted credit, 
rigid control of exchanges and 
paralyzing restrictions on inter- 
national trade. 

This state of things is com- 
plicated by the reaction of eco- 
nomic affairs and political prob- 
lems and vice versa. 


In examining this situation 
the committee suggests that the 
governments should particular- 
ly take note of various consider- 
ations: | 

1. That transfers from one 
country to another on a sca‘e 
so large as to upset the balance 
of payments can only accentuate 
the present chaos. Rd 

2. Release of a debtor coun- 
try from a burden of payments 
which it is unable to bear may 
merely have the effect of trans- 
ferring that burden to the cred- 
itor country, which, in its char- 
acter as ‘ebtor, it in turn may 
be unable to bear: 

3. Adjustment of all repara- 
tions and other war debts to the 
troubled situation of the world 
—and 
take place without delay if new 
disasters are to be avoided—is 
the only lasting step capable of 
re-establishing confidence. 

It is the very condition of eco- 
nomic stability. 

Finally, although the German 
Government is energetically de- 
fending the stability of its cur- 
rency,.steps are necessary to se- 
cure that these measures shall 
have permanent effect. De- 
struction of the work which the 
European g0vernments have 
undertaken in recent years in 
order to re-establish the stabil- 
ity of currencies would mean 
an cxtremely disquieting set- 
back heavy with consequences. 


The report ends with an ap- 


peal to the governments to per- 
mit no delay in dealing with 
this great crisis which weighs 
so heavily on all alike.

‘Left St. Paul Two Months Ago in Leaking 
Flat Boat, Seeking to Recover Health 
; in Warmer Climate. 


ANDI LEROHL is going to the 
ocean. Two months ago she 
loaded all her possessions into 
a heavy, leaking flatboat at St. 
Paul, Minn., and put off down the 
Mississippi River. Today she _ is 
about 50 miles above Alton, tugging 
steadily at her unwieldy oars and 
wondering mildly why people along 
tht river pay so much attention to 
her. 

Randi is a scrubwoman, or was

until she became a lonely adven- 
turer on the Father of Waters. She 
is 48 years old and is traveling 
south because her back aches. All 


'she wants is to get to the ocean 


;

and make her living there. Scrub- 
bing, she found, was too hard 
work, when her. back didn’t get 
any better. Propelling a water- 
soaked old boat down the river 
isn't nearly so hard and besides, 
it’s quiet and she can think and 
if she doesn’t want to row she can 
just rest and drift with the cur- 
rent. Most of the time, though, she 
rows. It’s yet a long way to the 
ocean. 

When she stopped for lunch yes- 
terday beside a gravélly bit of riv- 
er bank known as Red’s Landing, 
20 miles below Clarksville, Mo., she 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter a lit- 
tle about herself, after protesting 
in a bewildered way, that she could 
not understand why it mattered to 
anyone whether she traveled to the 
ocean by boat or whether she trav- 
eled at all. 

Everybody Has Been Kind. 

“Everybody has been kind and 
over-kind sometimes,” she said. 
“They must think it’s something to 
go on the river this way. It would 
be awful for somebody who has 
been always at home, a society 
woman, or something, but not for 
somebody like me, 

“How far? Sometimes 20 miles 
a day. Sometimes 25. Sometimes 
only five. If I want to, sometimes 
I tie up all day, if it’s bad weather 
or something.”’ 

“You are planning to go to New 
Orleans?” she was asked. “I go to 
the ocean,” she replied. 

“Then you will go past New Or- 
leans. The ocean is 90 miles fur- 
ther on. ‘“‘That I have heard,” she 
said. “On the ocean I just want to 
make my living. I can fish and I 
can get the fish and trade them for 
any little article I need. If my 
health should get better I might 
try to get some scrubbing at New 
Orleans, but I do not think I can. 
I have been told that they have all 
Negroes there. 

“You see, I’ve got poor hea&th— 
the back ache and it doesn’t get 
any better. So I have saved some 
money and I thought I would go 
where it is warmer. I thought I 
would go by boat because it was 
cheaper. But it isn’t cheaper be- 
cause it takes so much longer.” 

The Voyager's Outfit. 

Beside Randi on the rear seat of 
her vessel, which is of a type 
known along the river as a John- 
boat, was a rusty wood stove. On 
ton of the stove was a_e granite 
saucepan from which she drank 
from time to time as she answered 
questions with patient reluctance. 
Her feet were almost shapeless in 
rubbers and several pairs of wet, 
muddy woollen stockings Her 
hands were bare, but there was a 
pair of leather mittens lying in 
front of her on a bundle, Her coat, 


| held together by safety-pins, is of | 


worn blue plush. Her hat is a black 
velvet turban with most of the nap 
worn off. 

In front of her was a red rubber 
boot with a hole in it. “I found that 
one,’”’ said Randi, ‘and I found 
those two half ones over there and 
they were nice to have when it was 
cold. Sleep? I always sleepin the 
boat, on those automobile cush- 
ions. I put them up against a 
board and sleep so. But in Moline 
I stopped one night in lodging 
house. And I was glad I had be- 
cause it snowed that night.

That was in Fort Madison. I had 
to buy oars there. I broke one of 
mine and I mended it myself, with 
a board, but it got so heavy.”

“I saw his wife at my daughter’s 
funeral and she asked me to go 
easy on him. I told her 1 was go- 
ing to appear against him and 
hoped he would get life. I’ve nev- 
er been approached by anyone with 
any kind of offer or request to 
agree to the parole. Why, a mil- 
lion dollars wouldn't get me to sign 
a parole for him. He could stay 
in the workhouse forever before 
I’d help get him out. They didn’t 
seem to care about me at all and 
never even offered to pay my doc- 
tor bill. I made a statement be- 
fore the grand jury but never re- 
ceived a subpena to atrial. I was 
never asked by the Circuit Attor- 
ney or the police to make any oth- 
er statement.” 

There was no trial because Seyler 
pleaded guilty. 

The accident occurred the night 
of March 21 in a safety zone at 
(Grand boulevard and Easton ave- 
nue, Police quoted Seyler as hav- 
ing admitted he had had several 
drinks of beer a short time pre- 
viously. Arnold, his wife and 
daughter, Frances Maxine, were 
waiting for a street car. The child 
was killed and Arnold suffered in- 
juries to the back, left wrist and 
left leg, being unconscious in a 
hospital for three hours, Le said. 
His wife, who is 27, suffered a 
nervous breakdown after the acci- 
dent, he declared, and developed 
tuberculosis and her physician says 
she cannot recover.

Arnold collects $12 
a month from the Government for 
disability suffered as a World War 
soldier.

TROUBLE AT AMITY, 
~ HAVEN OF HOMELESS 


J. P. Solven, Founder, Says It 
Will Serve Christmas Dinner 
— Wife Doubts It. 


All is not amicable at Amity. 

Domestic affairs have so affect- 
ed the activities of Joshua P. Sel- 
ven, founder of the institution at 
916 Morgan street, where 25 cents 
will buy a night’s itodging and 
breakfast, that there is a differ- 
ence of opinion concerning the an- 
nual free Christmas dinner. 

Mrs. Solven, who is occupying 
an apartment at Amity, said today 
she did not see how there could 
be a dinner since she had seen no 
funds, food or Solven. 

Solven, at a bungalow at 2847 
Hampton avenue, where he is live 
ing, admitted he had run Amity 
largely by telephone during the 
past year but insisted the dinner 
would be held as usual, served in 
relays beginning at noon tomorrow. 
Last year about 3000 homeless men 
were fed there. : 

“T hope a dinner will be served, . 
Mrs. Solven said, “but I think it 
is physically impossible to do **. 
Why we haven't got enough pots 


‘and pans on hand to serve it. And 


it takes time to slice the meat and 
cut the bread. It takes two or 
three days’ work to get ready for 
a big dinner like that. Here it is 
nearly 10 o'clock and nothing has 
showed up for the dinner yet.” 

“Pay no attention .to rumors 
there will be no dinner,” advised 
Solven, “because dinner will be 
realy at Amity promptly at noon 
tomorrow. I’ve had 1500 pounds 
of pork cooked, ordered about 
2000 loaves of bread, 30 cases of 
string beans, a ton of potatoes, and 
hundreds of pounds of candy and 
nuts. Does that look like no din- 
ner?” 

Until a year ago, Mrs. Solven 
said, all was amicable at Amity, 
which is not a member of the 
Community Fund or on the list of 
charities approved by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. Solven left her 
then, she said, and since that time 
seldOm has- appeared there al- 
though sending her remittances for 
her support. Her brother, a li- 
year-old son and a 20-year-old 
daughter have been “trying to run 
it,”" she said. 

Funds for the Christmas dinner 
and some of the other activities of 
Amity are obtained througiu vol- 
untary contributions. The Amity 
stationery contains the statement 
that “Amity docs not represent 
charity—it is a demonstration of 


love.”’

Justice for the Worker. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T last it is pretty generally known, if 
A not admitted, that our depression is 

the result of great concentration of 
wealth in the hands of the few. Those 
who feel the need of an alibi may take 
particular pains to refer to it as a “world- 
wide” depression, but that need fool no 
one. If the congestion of wealth were 
relieved, no doubt it would help world 
conditions also. Whether the trouble is 
the result of improved machinery, just 
plain greed or unfaithful public serv- 
ants, may be a debatable question. The 
machine can be made to benefit all. It 
can be made a blessing instead of a 
curse. Its proper use is not to reduce 
the number of workers or their incomes, 
but to employ more workers at reduced 
hours. 

The unemployed worker is the man 
who is hurt worst. The employer who 
took his rightful profit plus a large share 
of the worker's earnings is the man who 
did the hurting. Right now the business 
of our lawmakers is to tax this ill-gotten 
wealth out of the hands of the greedy 
employer and put it into public improve- 
ments to give employment to the 
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| AMERICA AND THE GOLD STANDARD. 
The suspension of gold payments in Japan made 
another addition to the growing ranks of those coun- 
tries which have, at least temporarily, abandoned the 
gold standard. Recently, suggestions have been made 
that even the United States, holding a large propor 
tion of the monetary gold of the world, should also 
give up the gold standard, and perhaps inaugurate 
a movement for the adoption of international bi- 
metalism. 
Such proposals recall the agitation for bimetalism 
at the close of the last century. This agitation\had 
its origin in a steady downward movement of prices, 
which began in 1873, and with few interruptions con- 
tinued until 1896. Trade was expanding rapidly, gold 
production declining and the many adoptions of the 
gold standard in the ’70s had put an additional strain 
on the gold supplies of the world. Agreement among 
the leading nations to coin both gold and silver at 
some fixed ratio was strongly urged as a means of 
stopping, if not reversing, this downward movement 
of prices. This feeling was shared by many persons 
of conservative views, both in Europe and the Unit- 
ed States, and even in the campaign of 1896 the Re- 
publican platform advocated international bimetal- 
ism, in contrast to Bryan’s proposal that the United 
States adopt bimetalism, regardless of the action of, 
other countries. 
When increasing gold production gave the world 
rising prices after 1896, bimetalism ceased to be an 
issue in practical politics. But with the abrupt price 
declines of the past tw~ years, it has again been seri- 
ously advocated. The recent price declines, however, 
have been of a far different nature from those which 
gave force to the bimetallic movement of the last cen- 
tury. The fal] of prices since 1929 has taken the 
form of an abrupt and precipitous decline, following 
a period of speculative activities. With the vaults 
of the United States and France bursting with gold, 
the difficulty today is evidently not the lack of suf- 
ficient gold in the world to maintain prices. 
The influences that have caused the outflow of 
gold from many countries, and have concentrated it 
in the United States and France, are ones that would 
operate equally well with silver or any other mone- 
tary standard. Even assuming that the international 
agreements necessary to a successful working of any 
bimetallic system could be made immediately, little 
help could be expected as Jong as the forces which 
have piled up gold in a few countries were still op- 
erative. An important reason why this gold has come 
to the United States is that with great international 
debts, both private and governmental, gold was the 
easiest means of settlement when high tariffs inter- 
vened. With greater political stability in the United 
States and France, investors preferred to put their 
funds there temporarily until skies cleared in other 
countries. No monetary system can operate success- 
fully under such conditions. The temporary relief of 
pressure on foreign debtors, a lowering of tariffs, po- 
litical stability in Europe, the encouragement of lib 
eral credit policies by the central banking authorities 
in France and the United States, with more extensive 
open. market operations, are forces that will help to 
redistribute this gold. 
Although we do not regard the gold standard as a 
sacrosanct institution, at the present time any sug- 
gestion in official circles of its abandonment by the 
United States could have only unfortunate results. 
It would be evere blow at confidence, and would 
certainly Somer Gn hoarding of gold, both here and 
abroad. Our task‘is to stay on the gold standard, but 
to do everything to make it function more effectively.

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THE FREE CITY OF DETROIT. 

No other American city has been so hard hit by 
the depression as the automobile manufacturing city 
of Detroit. Naturally, Detroit's misfortunes are shared 
by her municipal street railway system, which has 
endured staggering losses and for some time has been 
running behind. 
Of all the great cities, Detroit alone finds herself 
free to apply a remedy to the transportation situa- 
tion. She owns not only the street car lines, but has 
also a municipal bus line. The City Council has there- 
fore ousted the privately owned bus line from the 
streets, reserving what was left of the transportation 
business of Detroit to the municipally owned bus and 
street car systems. 
We have several times pointed out the virtues of 
the permit system for public utilities, and what has 
just happened in Detroit illustrates one of them. Had 
the competing bus system enjoyed a franchise, the 
City Council of Detroit would have been powerless to 
eliminate it; but the bus company operated on a day- 
to-day permit. It did business in Detroit upon suf- 
ferance, and when the city no longer needed or want- 
ed it, the jig was up. 
Let us contrast this method of dealing with the 
utilities to the old franchise method which has for 
30 years crippled St. Louis, saddled exorbitant fares 
upon street car riders, pillaged investors, at times de- 
bauched politics, and at length brought transporta- 
tion in the city to its present pitiful pass. We have 
a 10-cent fare. Both the company and the people are 
howling for relief, and there is no relief in sight for 


either. Detroit has a 6-cent fare. She needs relief, 
and all she has to do is to remove unnecessary 
duplication. 


The one is the rotten system of exploitation. The 


other is the enlightened system of home rule. 
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GAS MASKS FOR CHRISTMAS. 

Enterprising gas mask manufacturers in France 
are not waiting until the next war to market their 
wares. They are seizing time and nationalist suspi- 
cions by the forelock, and are exhibiting the latest 
models in stores along the border, with the persuasive 
inscription, “It will prove the best investment you 
ever made.” And a lot of them are being sold. If 
gas masks sell readily in France, where their need 
is a remote possibility, they should go like hot cakes 
in St. Louis, where they are a virtual necessity on 
many of the winter days. 
Think of poor father, gallantly entering the deadly 
smoke zone as he goes to work, wheezing along 
through the sulphuric acid fumes, with no gas mask 
to protect his life insurance company. Imagine moth- 
er, gulping down the sulphur dioxide as she goes to 
her bridge game, just because no Little Wonder box 
respirator salesman has called with his array of 
samples. Everybody, from Junior to grandma, would 
be a live prospect for this household necessity. We 
could face the smoke clouds quite jauntily, although 
somewhat disguised, if some enterprising vender 
would come along with goggles to shield our eyes, 
clips to close our nostrils, rubberized fabrics to drape 
over our faces, and mouthpieces connected with puri- 
fying chemicals to preserve our respiratory appa- 
ratus. Any St. Louisan would believe in Santa Claus 
forevermore if he found a gas mask in his stocking 
tomorrow morning. 
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AERIAL FEUDS. 
It is a curious phase of human psychology that 


companions in peril so often let their attention stray 
from the dangers confronting them, and devote their 
energies to getting irritated with each other. The 
disclosure that Pangborn and Herndon, on their re- 
markable world flight, were scarcely on speaking 
terms, due to a dispute over money, illustrates the 
trait.

MR. DOAK’S IMMIGRATION PROPOSALS. 

The Wickersham Commission’s report on the en- 
forcement of deportation laws pointed out the in- 
creasing centralization of the immigration service, 
and the abuses arising from the broad powers of en- 
forcement conferred upon it. Secretary of Labor 
Doak, in his recent recommendations to Congress, 
seeks still greater power for hastening‘ deportation 
procedure. Whether or not this is by way of answer 
to the commission, it does indicate that there can be 
little hope of reform from within the department. 
Action by Congress will be necessary to remedy con- 
ditions said by the report to “violate the plainest dic 
tates of humanity.” 

Mr. Doak also complains of the great efforts to 
which his department is put in deporting radicals. 
“Deportation proceedings,” he avers, “are hampered 
by every possible appeal to the courts.” And why, we 
ask, should aliens be denied the right of “every pos 
sible appeal to the courts” in a matter which sepa- 
rates families, alters the course of lives and may 
result in exile from their adopted homes? Mr. Doak‘ 
also denounces “persistent propaganda on the part of 
un-American organizations of American citizens.” The

Growing cost of government aggravates economic crisis, yet world still spends five 
billions annually for armaments; two-thirds of nations’ taxes go to past and future 
wars; this waste plays imnortant part in depression, and also fostérs new conflicts; 
arms reduction would provide definite means of relief for a distressed civilization. 


An Undelivered Address by Alanson B. Houghton, American ex-Ambassador to 
Germany and to Great Britain, (Reprinted From the Nation). 


In a world where mutual confidence was 
desperately needed and co-operative effort 
essential, we capitalized hate and fostered 
fear and suspicion. In a world whose ac- 
cumulated resources had been largely dissi- 
pated, we began at once to pour into arma- 
ments again a formidable share of all we 
could raise by taxation or borrowing. That 
may have been natural. Human nature has 
its limitations. The nations had passed 
through a veritable hell, and nerves were 
still raw and minds still weary. But, in any 
event, that was what we did: 
+ * . 

Today, as a matter of course, we are reap- 
ing the cOnsequences. There are more men 
under arms than ever before, armaments 
have steadily increased and the search for 
new and more effective means of destroying 
life and property goes on unwearied and 
unchecked. Two-thirds of all the money

ONIGHT I bring you greetings from mil- 
T lions of American men and women who, 

in one form of organization or another, 
have banded together to promote the peace- 
ful settlement of international disputes. 
They are under no illusion as to the diffi- 
culty of the task. But at least they recog-~ 
nize its necessity. And in whatever other 
respects they may differ, they are united in 
the belief that until armaments can be 
brought under control, not by mere limita- 


tion, but by reduction to a level where they 
no longer threaten the peace and security 


pay for wars past and to come. Today, be- 
tween us all, while industry languishes and 
unemployment grows and the bread lines 
lengthen, we are spending $5,000,000,000 an- 
nually for naval and military purposes, and, 
in all probability, directly and indirectly, if 
the. full truth were known, perhaps half as 
much more. 

Not a single nation today, one or two 
smaller ones possibly excepted, can honestly 
assert that its budget balances. Governmen- 
tal deficits exist in every country, and in ev- 
ery country new and heavier loads of taxa- 
tion muast, necessarily, be imposed on the 
already staggering burden. What wonder, 
then, that economic conditions everywhere 
are unsettled and threatening, that the 
sources of credit are drying up, that values 
are steadily diminishing and that men are 
fearful of the future? What wonder that the 
growing cost of goOvernment seriously 
threatens the stability of our whole eco- 
nomic structure? Is it not high time that 
we took counsel together as to the direction 
in which we are now all moving? 

That is the question I wish to leave with 
you. For it seems to me in all seriousness 
that the world can no longer safely or wise- 
ly carry the burdens armaments impose. 
There is no other single item which offers so 
definite a possibility of relief, or so directly 
tends to free the world from menace, or 
opens 80 widely the way to prosperity. 

We need not fear that political security is 
at stake. It is not. Armaments are com- 
parative things. To reduce them all in the 
same proportion is to leave each nation in 
the same relative position of security it now 
holds. 

We can, of course, postpone the decision. 
We can close our eyes to the somber facts 
and tendencies all about us, and hope that 
somewhere just ahead a magic door will 
open to lead us, despite our folly, into hap- 
pier and more stable conditions of life. But 
such a hope will be found illusory. To tem- 
porize is dangerous. In the end, the neces. 
sity of decision will overtake us. Why not 
render the decision now? 


Armaments block the way. Unless their 
steady .jincrease can be reversed, it is a mere 
question of’ time when those armaments will 
assume control and, partly because of their 
cost, partly because of their power, will 
themselves become a direct incitement to 
war. Those for whom I am speaking believe 
that danger should now be actively com- 
batted. They are eager to associate them- 
selves with the peace-leving men and wom- 
en of all countries in a common effort for 
effective reduction. They have asked me 
to deliver that message to you. 

The problem of disarmament has mahy 
angles of approach, Tonight I want to 
speak of but one. I want you to think for a 
moment of armaments in their relation to 
the industrial depression which, impartially, 
among all the peoples, is causing so much 
privation and distress and social discontent. 
Economic stability, it seems to me, is an 
end to be sought no less than political se- 
curity. At the moment, indeed, it may be 
even more important. 

* s 
I begin with the war, because the depres- 
sion begins there. What we have all been 
slow to realize, I think, is the material dam- 
age wrought by that titanic conflict. We 
have thought of it as like all other wars, 
greater in extent, no doubt, more gevere in 
its results, but, after all, essentially the 
same—an episode, dreadful in itself, but - 
without lasting effects. It was not. 

We forgot that that war was waged, not 
by armies, but by whole peoples. We forgot 
that it was waged in a new kind of world— 
a world in which the nations were no longer 
self-contained and self-supporting units, but 
mutually dependent and bound together in 
an economic unity which, once destroyed, 
could not be easily or rapidly replaced. And 
we forgot, therefore, that such a war could 
end only in exhaustion—that it had con- 
sumed a large part of the liquid capital of 
the world, that it had disrupted trade and 
commerce, and ruined markets, and that it 
had left the economic machinery of the 
world, if not completely broken down, at 
least unable normally to function. That was 
the situation in which we found ourselves a 
dozen years ago.
